He was pulling himself up 
the ramp to the ER-when he 
was spotted. Two young men 
hurried out with a wheel chair 
and loaded Jerome into it. "One 


of them accidentally nudged ^ 


the piece of wood further into 
the leg; Jerome winced again in 
pain, then began crying, more 
out of a sense of relief at having 
arrived at the hospital rather 
than because of his injury. 

As he was wheeled into the 
waiting room of the ER, Jerome 
looked up through the dripping 
raindrops and tears. 

He moaned at what he saw, 
the place was packed. He saw 
broken. and bleeding bodies 
everywhere. This was straight 
out of a horror show. 


Dr. Tammy Cortez ran from 
stretcher to stretcher in the 
ER.

Acute changes in behavior sug- 
gest a complicating factor such 
as infection or metabolic .dis- 
turbance.

They still bury sailboats in 
Corpus Christi, Texas. That 
was the thought running 
through my mind as I watched 
CNN's coverage of Hurricane 
Brét. 

The powerful category four 
storm made landfail in sparse- 
ly-populated Kennedy county, 
midway between. Corpus 
Christi and Brownsville. 
Despite Bret's high winds and 
heavy rains, damage to the 
area was considered minor 

Yet, as they should, officials 
in southern Texas took the 
threat from Bret seriously. 
Residents were evacuated, 
shelters were opened, emer- 
gency plans were put into 
action and -sailboats were 
buried in the ground. 

A smile swept across my face 
as the CNN reporter showed 
the world how Corpus Ghristi 
buries its sailboats. It was a 
scene I had observed once 
before, 11 years ago as another 
hurricane headed toward south 
Texas. 

That hurricane was named 
Gilbert, one of the most power- 
ful storms of the century. In 
fact, Gilbert holds the record 
for the lowest sea level pres- 
sure ever recorded in the 
Western Hemisphere at 888 
MB or 26.23" 

After slamming into Jamaica 
with .116 mph sustained winds 
in September of 1988, Cilbert 
headed. toward the Gulf of

Hurricane Center predicted 
Gilbert would make landfall 
somewhere in Texas. 

I arrived in Houston, Texas 
on September 12 as Hurricane 


Mexico. 


Gilbert swept across the 
Yucatan Peninsula. The storm 
had weakened some during its 
travels over the Yucatan but 
was expected to regain its 
strength oncé it was over the 
warm waters of the Gulf. 

The forecast called for land- 
fall near Corpus Christi and 
that's where I was ‘headed 
next. 

As my crew and I drove to 
Corpus Christi, we noticed an 
unusual traffic pattern had 
developed along the Texas 
interstate. No cars were going 
south to Corpus Christi. The 
highway was completely 
empty. 

The northbound lanes, on the 
other hand, were packed. with 
every type of vehicle one can 
imagine, full of anxious people 


trying to escape the massive, 
hurricane.. 

There was only a handfül of. 
people left in Corpus Christi, 
mostly police officers and city 
workers. The residents had 
decided they were not going to 
take any chances with 
Hurricane Gilbert. 

As we arrived at the city- 
owned marina, I saw one'of the 
most unusual sights I had ever 
witnessed in my career in cov- 
ering hurricanes. I watched as 
a trench was dug in the middle 
of the city's boulevard. A huge 
crane picked a sailboat out of 
the marina and placed its. keel 
in the trench. 

A city official explained that 
burying the sail boats was the 
only way to protect them from 
the storm. There was no place 
to shelter the boats and if left 
in the marina the sailboats 
would be ripped apart. 

Hurricane Gilbert, never 
regaining its tategory 5 inten- 
sity, veered south into northern 
Mexico. Corpus: Christi and 
south Texas was spared. 

CNN's coverage of Hurricane 
Bret bought back my memories 
of covering Hurricane Gilbert. 
Memories of frightened people, 
empty streets and*a most cre- 
ative way to protect sailboats. 

Yes, they still bury sailboats 
in Corpus Christi, Texas.

Within minutes the depart- 
ment arrived and began fight- 
ing the flames. 

"Everything in the house was 

^ destroyed," Crawford said. 

Including his purple heart he 
had received from Vietnam, as 
well as, pictures of him and his 
friends, during the war. 

As Crawford walked through 
the charred- remains of what 
was once his home of 19 years, 
you couldn't help but feel sorry 
for his loss. 

“I haye lived in this house for 
many years and had been 


doing. some remodeling," 
Crawford said. “All of my pic- 
tures of my grandparents, my 
friends in Vietnam and my 
football trophies it makes you 
realize what you have collected 
and the things that can't be 
replaced.,But I'am alive and I 
just have to start over." 

Crawfords house was com- 
pletely destroyed by the fire. 

Chief Gary Burroughs of the 
Pahokee Fire Department said 
the fire has been classified as 
electrical. 

*We.also:had a problem with 
a valve sticking at ground level 


at one of the fire hydrants," 
Burroughs said. "However, it 
was not a factor in fighting the 
fire because the first fire truck 
on the scene held 1,250 gallons 
of water." 

According to Burroughs 
within minutes the valve 
opened and the fire was extin-

Child support collections 
up by nearly 70 percent as 
program marks five years 
with revenue department 


The Department of 
Revenue (DOR) has 
increased child support col- 
lections by nearly 70 per- 
cent since the Legislature 
transferred the enforcement 
program -to the agency, 
according to just released 
statistics. 

The increase in collections 
comes even as the overall 
number of child support 
cases has remained at about 
the same level. 

The Child Support 
enforcement (CSE) program 
handles approximately 
.847,000 cases representing 
just more than 1 million 
children. 

"We're proud of what 
we've been able to accom- 
plish, but as long as one 
child is doing without, we 
know the job isn't finished," 
said DOR Executive 
Director Larry Fuchs. 

Fuchs.also announced that 
the DOR now has a single 
toll-free number for child 
support services, 1- 800- 
622-5437 or  1-800-622 
KIDS, that is linked to the 
agency's 10 regional cus- 
tomer. service units. Clients 
will have their calls routed 
to the appropriate customer 
service units

For fiscal year 1998-99, 
which ended June 30, the 
DOR collected $656.6 mil- 
lion in child support. That 
represents a 68.9 percent 
incr in collections since 
duly 1994, when the Child 
Support Enforcement (CSE) 
program was transferred to 
DOR from what was then 
the Department of Health 
and Rehabilitative Services. 
Child support cóllections for 
Fiscal 1993-94 were $388.6 
million. 

Fuchs credited much of 
the program's success in 
boosting-collections “to the 
dedicated CSE employees 
who quickly’ adapted to 
more efficient operational 
procedures and automatión 
along with the new-enforce- 


ment tools provided by tlie 
Florida . Legislature’ and 
Congress 


These tools include: 
* The ability to suspend 
Florjda driver licenses for 


failure to pay child support. 

* The creation of state and 
national registries of new 
hires in which businesses in 
every state must report new 
workers, The information is 
used to locate parents who 
owe child support so the 


payments can be automati- 


cally deducted from their. 
paychecks. 

* The placement of child 
support arrest warrant$.on 
Florida's crime computer; 
enabling law enforcement 
officials to track deadbeats 
across county lines. 

The CSE program marked 
its five year anniversary 
with the DOR in July. 
During the past two years, 
the DOR created 10 regional 
customer service units to 
more efficiently answer 
calls from clients seeking 
updates on their cases. The, 
customer service units han- 
dle these routine inquiries, 
which allows other’ DOR 
employees to 'spend;'more 
time on enforcement actions 
that-actually result in child 
support payments. The 
units are answering more 
than 90 percent of the 
200,000 calls the CSE pro- 
gram receives each month..
